ORDINANCE

“AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST AMENDING AND
SUPPLEMENTING CHAPTER X OF THE REVISED GENERAL ORDINANCES OF
THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST, COUNTY OF OCEAN, STATE OF NEW JERSEY,

ENTITLED PARKS, LAKES AND RECREATION AREAS”

#18-15

WHEREAS the Mayor and Council of the Borough of Lakehurst are desirous of making
certain amendments to the fee structure last revisited in 2012 for use of the Community Center;
and

WHEREAS the Mayor and Council of the Borough of Lakehurst also want to make
certain that the Community Center is maintained and used for the benefit of Borough residents
without damage or permitting improper and undesirable uses; and

WHEREAS the Mayor and Council of the Borough of Lakehurst have determined that
Article X of the Borough Code, entitled “Parks Lakes and Recreation Areas” Section 10-2
entitled “Rental of the Lakehurst Community Center for Private Purposes” be amended;

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED by the Mayor & Council of the Borough of
Lakehurst, County of Ocean and State of New Jersey as follows:

I. Section 10-2.4 is hereby amended by striking the word “can” and replacing it with the
word “may” and to permit both residents and non-residents to rent in the first sentence as
follows:

The Community Center may be rented by both residents and non-residents of the
Borough of Lakehurst with residents receiving priority for rental as determined by the Borough
Clerk.

I1. Section 10-2.4 is further amended by making the first paragraph subsection (i) and
adding the following paragraphs as subsection (ii) and subsection (iii):

(i) Notwithstanding any provision provided for elsewhere in the Municipal Code, the
Community Center may only be rented one time within a 365-day period by a resident who is
otherwise permitted to rent the Community Center for free.

(iii)  Activities such as parties with adult entertainment including but not limited to the
showing of adult films or providing adult dancing, horseplay, disorderly conduct, abusive and/or
obscene behavior, ball playing, roller blading, skate boarding, tents or barbecue grills are not
permitted and strictly prohibited in or around the building.

I11. Section 10-2.6 is hereby deleted and replaced to provide as follows:



The Borough of Lakehurst rents out the use of the Community Center for private use on
Friday evenings, Saturdays and Sundays. The hall is available on Friday evenings from 5:00 p.m.
until midnight. On Saturdays and Sundays, the hall is available for all day until 12 midnight. The
cost per session is $400.00 rental fee for residents and $500.00 rental fee for non-residents in
addition to a $200 refundable security deposit if the hall has been cleaned and the tables and chairs
arranged in the manner indicated by the diagram of the floor plan posted on the wall of the
Community Center and accompanied with the rental agreement. Information concerning hall
rental and availability is available at the Municipal Clerk’s office at (732) 657-4141. Payments
can be made by cash, money order, certified check, cashier’s check or personal check. Payment
in full must be made within two weeks of reservation. It is suggested that reservations be made at
least six months in advance for optimum availability.

The following fees shall be paid to the Borough Clerk of the Borough of Lakehurst for the

use of the Community Center in the form of cash, money order, certified check, cashier’s check or
personal check made payable to the Borough of Lakehurst.

IV. All sections of Chapter X not amended hereunder shall remain in full force and
effect.

V. In the event any section, part or provision of this Ordinance shall be held
unconstitutional or invalid by any Court, such holding shall not affect the validity of this
Ordinance or any remaining part of this Ordinance other than the part held unconstitutional or
invalid.

V1. All ordinances or parts thereof which are inconsistent with the provisions of this
Ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of their inconsistencies.

VII. This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon its final passage and publication
as required by law.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST AMENDING CHAPTER XVI OF
THE REVISED GENERAL ORDINANCES OF THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST, COUNTY
OF OCEAN, STATE OF NEW JERSEY, ENTITLED “WATER AND SEWER”

#18-13

BE IT ORDAINED by the Mayor and Council of the Borough of Lakehurst, County of Ocean,
State of New Jersey, as follows:

WHEREAS, the Borough of Lakehurst operates a Water & Sewer system charged with providing such
services to the Borough; and

WHEREAS, all service connections from all distribution mains within the Borough are metered to
measure water flow into the property; and

WHEREAS, for certain properties within the Borough, in addition to meters measuring water flow from
distribution mains, the Borough has previously placed additional meters within certain property to provide
additional measurements as an accommodation to the property owner; and

WHEREAS, it is no longer fiscally prudent for the Borough to provide this service to these properties as
there are additional costs incurred by the Borough to the detriment of others, as well as inherent
inaccuracies in the true measurement of service into the properties because of the accommodation;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Mayor and Council of the Borough of Lakehurst, in
the County of Ocean and State of New Jersey, as follows:

Section I.  Article XVI of the Borough Ordinances entitled Sewer & Water shall be amended by adding
the following subsections to section 16-1.2 as follows:

C. Notwithstanding the fact that the Borough owns and controls all water meters tied to service in the
Borough, the Borough has deemed, effective October 1, 2018, that meters installed internally and separate
from main meters are no longer required to be maintained by the Borough for accurate measurements of
water & sewer service into a property, so long as a main meter exists to measure water flow into the
property served. The Borough reserves the right and privilege of furnishing the supply of water to the
property and the property owner to pay the charge for such water on a metered basis at such rate as may
be from time to time provided by ordinance.

d. Effective January 1, 2019, maintenance of any such internal water meters shall be ceded to the
property owner of any such property where such internal meters exists. Maintenance must be performed
by a plumber licensed in the State of New Jersey. Service connection extension and inspection.
Removal of the internal water meters shall be at the expense of the property owner by a plumber licensed
in the State of New Jersey. Once removed, the meter shall be returned to the Borough.

e. Effective January 1, 2019, the Borough shall bill and measure water usage and bill water and sewer
usage exclusively from the main meter(s) measuring such flows into a property, thereby insuring one
measurement of service for each property as the property exists on the Borough’s tax map within the



Borough.

f. The Borough shall not be responsible for any damages resulting from previously installed service
connections or from any meters previously installed or provided that will, consistent with the terms and
conditions of this ordinance, be turned over to property owners in accordance with this Ordinance

Section II.
Severability.

Each section, subsection, sentence, clause and phrase of this Ordinance is declared to be an independent
section, subsection, sentence, clause and phrase, and the finding or holding of any such portion of this
Ordinance to be unconstitutional, void, or ineffective for any cause, or reason, shall not affect any other
portion of this Ordinance.

Section 1l

This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon its final passage and publication as required by law.

BOND ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR WATER UTILITY ASSET MANAGEMENT
PLANT, APPROPRIATING $75,000 THEREFOR AND AUTHORIZING THE
ISSUANCE OF $75,000 BONDS AND NOTES TO FINANCE THE COSTS
THEREOF, AUTHORIZED IN AND BY THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST, IN THE
COUNTY OF OCEAN, NEW JERSEY

Bond Ordinance No. 2018-14

BE IT ORDAINED by the BOROUGH COUNCIL OF THE BOROUGH OF
LAKEHURST, IN THE COUNTY OF OCEAN, STATE OF NEW JERSEY (not less than
two-thirds of all members thereof affirmatively concurring), AS FOLLOWS:

Section1.  The improvements described in Section 3 of this bond
ordinance are hereby authorized as utility improvements to be undertaken in and by the
Borough of Lakehurst in the County of Ocean, New Jersey (the "Borough"). For the
improvements or purposes described in Section 3, there is hereby appropriated the sum
of $75,000, said sum being inclusive of all appropriations heretofore made therefore. No
down payment is required or appropriated herein as this bond ordinance.

Section2. In order to finance the costs of said improvements or
purposes not provided for by the application of the down payment, negotiable bonds are
hereby authorized to be issued in the principal amount not to exceed $75,000, pursuant
to the Local Bond Law. In anticipation of the issuance of said bonds and to temporarily
finance said improvements or purposes, negotiable bond anticipation notes are hereby
authorized to be issued pursuant to and within the limitations prescribed by the Local
Bond Law.

Section3.  (a) The improvements hereby authorized and the purposes
for which the obligations are to be issued consist of water utility improvements, together
with all items necessary, incidental or appurtenant thereto, all as shown on and in
accordance with plans, specifications or requisitions therefore on file with or through the
Borough Clerk, as finally approved by the governing body of the Borough.

(b) The estimated maximum amount of bonds or notes to be issued for the
improvements or purposes described in Section 3(a) hereof is $75,000, as stated in Section

2 hereof.



(c) The estimated cost of the improvements or purposes described in
Section 3(a) hereof is $75,000, which is equal to the amount of the appropriation herein
made therefore.

Section4.  All bond anticipation notes issued hereunder shall mature at
such times as may be determined by the chief financial officer of the Borough, provided
that no note shall mature later than one (1) year from its date. All notes issued hereunder
may be renewed from time to time subject to the provisions of N.J.5.A. 40A:2-8. The notes
shall bear interest at such rate or rates and be in such form as may be determined by the
chief financial officer, who shall determine all matters in connection with notes issued
pursuant to this ordinance, and the chief financial officer's signature upon the notes shall
be conclusive evidence as to all such determinations. The chief financial officer is hereby
authorized to sell part or all of the notes from time to time at public or private sale and to
deliver them to the purchasers thereof upon receipt of payment of the purchase price plus
accrued interest from their dates to the date of delivery thereof. The chief financial officer
is directed to report in writing to the governing body at the meeting next succeeding the
date when any sale or delivery of such notes occurs, such report shall include the amount,
the description, the interest rate and the maturity schedule of the notes sold, the price
obtained and the name of the purchaser.

Section5.  The following additional matters are hereby determined,
declared, recited and stated:

(@) The improvements or purposes described in Section 3 of this bond
ordinance are not a current expense and are improvements or purposes that the Borough
may lawfully undertake as a utility improvement, and no part of the cost thereof has been
or shall be specially assessed on property specially benefited thereby.

(b) The average period of usefulness of the improvements or purposes,
within the limitations of the Local Bond Law and taking into consideration the amount
of the obligations authorized for said purposes, according to the reasonable life thereof
computed from the date of the bonds authorized by this bond ordinance, is twenty (20)

years.



(c) The Supplemental Debt Statement required by the Local Bond Law has
been duly prepared and filed in the office of the Borough Clerk, and a complete executed
duplicate thereof has been filed in the office of the Director of the Division of Local
Government Services in the Department of Community Affairs of the State of New Jersey.
Such Statement shows that the gross debt of the Borough as defined in the Local Bond
Law is not increased by the authorization of the $75,000 Bonds and notes provided in this
bond ordinance because the purposes authorized herein are self-liquidating and are
deductible from the Borough's gross debt in accordance with N.J.5.A. 40A:2-44c and the
obligations authorized herein will be within all debt limitations prescribed by said Law.

(d) An aggregate amount not exceeding $70,000 for interest on said
obligations, costs of issuing said obligations, engineering costs, legal fees and other items
of expense listed in and permitted under N.J.5.A. 40A:2-20 is included as part of the cost
of said improvements and is included in the estimated cost indicated herein for said
improvements.

(e)  To the extent that moneys of the Borough are used to finance, on an
interim basis, costs of said improvements or purposes, the Borough reasonably expects
such costs to be paid or reimbursed with the proceeds of obligations issued pursuant
hereto. This ordinance shall constitute a declaration of official intent for the purposes and
within the meaning of Section 1.150-2(e) of the United States Treasury Regulations.

Section 6.  The capital budget of the Borough is hereby amended to
conform with the provisions of this ordinance to the extent of any inconsistency herewith.
The resolution in the form promulgated by the Local Finance Board showing full detail
of the amended capital budget and capital program as approved by the Director of the
Division of Local Government Services is on file with the Borough Clerk and is available
there for public inspection.

Section7.  Any grant or similar moneys from time to time received by
the Borough for the improvements or purposes described in Section 3 hereof shall be
applied either to direct payment of the cost of the improvements or to payment of the

obligations issued pursuant to this ordinance. The amount of obligations authorized but



not issued hereunder shall be reduced to the extent that such funds are received and so
used.

Section 8.  The full faith and credit of the Borough are hereby pledged to
the punctual payment of the principal of and the interest on the obligations authorized
by this bond ordinance. The obligations shall be direct, unlimited obligations of the
Borough, and, unless paid from other sources, the Borough shall be obligated to levy ad
valorem taxes upon all the taxable property within the Borough for the payment of the
obligations and the interest thereon without limitation as to rate or amount.

Section9.  This bond ordinance shall take effect twenty (20) days after

the first publication thereof after final adoption, as provided by the Local Bond Law.
